Whatever the merits of the bitter 


dispute at Madison about the adequacy of 
the public assistance appropriation in the 
new state budget, it requires no extensive 
polling for the interested citizen to discern 
that there is a 
widespread, 
if vague, 


uncertainty among working and earning 
citizens about the extent of the welfare 
recipient payroll and the costs to the public 
of the many aid programs. 


Taxpayers of the hard pressed middle 


earning class who observe the swelling 
payrolls of the aid to mothers of dependent 
children's program, for example, have a 
right to be skeptical about the energy of 
the effort to locate and to compel support 
payments from many thousands of fathers 
who have abandoned their families. A 
civilized society cannot permit punishment 
of dependent children for the sins of their 
fathers, but it has a right to assurance that 
the utmost effort is being made by the 
authorities to find the fathers, and to 
punish them, or to compel them to meet 
their family obligations. 


There is being bred also an increasing 


public cynicism about the legitimacy of the 
grievances of some of the followers of 
Father James Groppi, including husky 
young men in the prime of their young 
manhood, at a time when the>most casual 
glance at the help wanted columns discloses 
plentiful opportunities for gainful employ- 
ment. 


One of the elements of the controversy 


that has raged so fiercely at Madison, and

We can assert with the utmost confi- 


dence that this state will never fail to 
support the necessities of life for those 
unfortunates, of whatever age, sex, race, 
or other classification, who need public aid 
through no fault of their own. It needs to 
be recognized, however, that tens of 
thousands of citizens are finding their tax 
bills increasingly painful. They are entitled 
to assurances too — including the assur- 
ance that they are not making their 
sacrifices for wasteful programs and unde- 
serving beneficiaries. Let the legislature 
adopt the Lotto resolution, endow the study 
group with an ample budget, and give it 
carte blanche in exploring one of the costly 
public programs of the times. 


President Nixon is quite right when he 


says that the growing opposition to the war 
in Vietnam, muted somewhat since he took 
office, is undercutting his efforts to end the 
war. But his pleas for cooperation are not 
likely to have much result. 


The President unfortunately has now 


fallen into the error President Johnson did 
in name calling. The "nervous-nellies" of 
the Johnson stay in the White House have 
become "Defeatists " There are honorable 
men and women in the United States, 
extremely patriotic 
ones, who see no 


reasonable way to end the war except to 
pull out the American troops. If this is 
defeatist, it may also be realistic. 


Criticism of President Nixon's program 


to end the war — if there is such a 
program — have concentrated on his 
backing of the Thieu regime and his belief 
that the South Vietnamese can take over 
the major burden of the war. Since the 
current Saigon government has so far 
demonstrated little ability to win over the 
North Vietnamese, there is bound to be 
continued trouble and threats of coups in 
spite of the growing military power and 
apparent ability of the South Vietnamese 
troops. 


Meanwhile the North Vietnamese and 


Vjpt Cong do appear to be willing to wait 
out Die war at its present rate in order to 
encourage more opposition to the war in 
the United States. President Nixon's meas- 
ures of withdrawing some American troops, 
suspending the draft for two months and 
calling for an overhaul of the Selective 
Service System apparently are not going to 
calm down the opposition. Those in favor of 
immediate unilateral withdrawals are not 


likely to be appeased. The more moderate 
will remember that President Nixon said he 
had a plan to end the war. As he explains, 
he needs more time — perhaps until the 
end of next year or the middle of 1971. But 
any American can see that so far there has 
been little progress in his eight months in 
office. The talks in Paris seem bogged 
down, the casualty rate of American troops 
remains about the same, the war itself 
seems stalemated with no signs of progress 
by either side. There are also the disturb- 
ing rumors of more American involvement 
against both domestic rebels and outside 
forces in other Southeast Asian nations, 
especially Laos and Thailand. 


President Nixon has flatly said that 


"under no circumstances will I be affected 
whatever by" the planned demonstrations 
around the country set for October 15th 
and probably other later dates. But he 
certainly recognizes that it was the war 
that brought down his predecessor in 
office Even if he does manage to disengage 
the majority of American troops before the 
next election, if Vietnam soon after does 
come under Communist domination or 
influence, it will be hard for many 
Americans to justify that another fifteen 
hundred or three thousand or ten thousand 
American men have died in trying to 
deliver that ephemeral "honorable" end to 
the war. 


The conflict within President Nixon's 


own party points up the extent of concern 
over the war. If efforts to repeal the Bay of 
Tonkin resolution are successful, the Presi- 
dent would have to face a timetable, 
impractical as it may be. 


The Nixon Administration and the Negroes 


President Nixon has been criticized for 


what appears to be a slow-down in seeking 
equal rights for Negroes. It has been 
pointed out that he has no Negro in a 
Cabinet position and the delays in forcing 
desegregation of some school districts play 
into the hands of the 'extremists on both 
sides. 


But an investigation by James Mc- 


Naughton of the New Yorfr Times has 
brought out some interesting points about 
the quiet and unpublicized way in which 
more Negroes are being brought into the 
Administration and their aims. 


Ten Negroes have been appointed to 


important sub-cabinet posts. Some of them 
are Republicans, some are Democrats who 
for humane rather than political reasons 
did not want to see the Nixon Administra- 
tion fail in encouraging civil rights. Arthur 
Fletcher, 
Assistant Secretary of Labor, 


points out that "the occupant of the White 
House changed twice after President Ken- 
nedy said we should put a man on the 
moon. But NASA didn't 
give up. It 


continued to make its case to the White 
House for meeting the commitment. It is a 
tragic mistake for the black community to 
fail to do the same thing. Needs of black 
people are no< going to wait four or eight 
years for a change of administration." 


Other black members of the administra- 


tion point out that there may be little 
publicity about the situation and realistical- 
ly concede that this is difficult because of 
President Nixon's wooing of the white 
South. "Maybe we haven't released state- 
ments with a flair and announced programs 


every other week that we know aren't 
going to work," said one. "But I don't think 
people want a whole lot of lollygagging 
about what we're going to do in 1973. They 
want results." 


The aim has been away from the 


emphasis upon education, idealistic state- 
ments and social orientation. It is upon 
economics in the belief that increased job 
opportunities for blacks are more likely to 
bring about the better education and social 
changes. Another member of the admini- 
stration who did not want to be identified 
said that "originally we felt that if minority 
people were educated it would change 
things. But studies show that the average 
Negro college graduate earns $1,040 a year 
less than the typical white high school drop- 
out. People have to be given an opportunity 
of a good job. If they are, some of the other 
problems will be less severe: they'll be able 
to demand better housing, to demand 
better health facilities, to demand better 
schools, because they too will be contribut- 
ing members of society." 


In his efforts to build the Republican 


party in the South, President Nixon 
appears to have written off the black vote 
and some of his appointees agree that there 
is a "knee-jerk" reaction 
among most 


Negroes against the Republican party. It 
would be ironic indeed if the quiet, 
pragmatic policies now being pursued by 
the Nixon Administration would be suc- 
cessful in raising living standards and 
encouraging civil rights among minority 
groups.

You cannot help somebody 


who does not want to help 
himself. This is a simple truth, 
but a hard one to learn and to 
observe. 


Over the years, I have 


sometimes been asked by 
friend A to get together and 
see if we could do something 
to help friend B. Friend B is 
falling apart, in work, or 
marriage, or just generally. 


But if friend B is not ready 


to be helped, I have learned, 
then we might as well save 
our breath to cool our por- 
ridge. It is an absolute axiom 
that you cannot get well until 
you know you are sick. 


This is true in every area of 


human relations. The alcoholic 
cannot respond to treatment of 
any kind until he admits he is 
an alcoholic. The emotionally 
disturbed person cannot be 
helped by an psychiatric regi- 
men until he acknowledges 
that he is deeply torn and 
troubled. 


And the plain, if distressing, 


fact is that many persons do 
not want to held themselves. 
The self-destructive urge lies 
deeper than we know; the 
desire to fail may become a 
passion; the retreat to irre- 
sponsible infancy may turn 
into a way of life (and, of 
course, eventually, a way of 
death.) 


I am underlining these obvi- 


ous truism* only became 1 see 


I 


all around me persons who 
want to push others — hus- 
bands, wives, relatives — into 
"getting psychiatric treat- 
ment." 


But nobody can be pushed 


into this any more than one 
can push a drunk into Alco- 
holics Anonymous. The recog- 
nition of weakness is the first 
step on the road to strength; 
and this step must be taken 
voluntarily. 


Freud himself admitted that 


psychoanalysis could "cure" 
only those who didn't need it 
very much — by which he 
meant that those who freely 
seek help on their own are 
already halfway home. 


The truly disturbed person-

President Nixon's meas- 
res of withdrawing some American troops, 
impending the draft for two months and 
ailing for an overhaul of the Selective 
ervice System apparently are not going to 
aim down the opposition. Those in favor of 
nmediate unilateral withdrawals are not 


likely to be appeased. The more moderate 
will remember that President Nixon said he 
had a plan to end the war. As he explains, 
he needs more time — perhaps until the 
end of next year or the middle of 1971. But 
any American can see that so far there has 
been little progress in his eight months in 
office. The talks in Paris seem bogged 
down, the casualty rate of American troops 
remains about the same, the war itself 
seems stalemated with no signs of progress 
by either side. There are also the disturb- 
ing rumors of more American involvement 
against both domestic rebels and outside 
forces in other Southeast Asian nations, 
especially Laos and Thailand. 


President Nixon has flatly said that 


"under no circumstances will I be affected 
whatever by" the planned demonstrations 
around the country set for October 15th 
and probably other later dates. But he 
certainly recognizes that it was the war 
(hat brought down bis predecessor in 
office. Even if he does manage to disengage 
the majority of American troops before the 
next election, if Vietnam soon after does 
come under Communist domination or 
influence, it will be hard for many 
Americans to justify that another fifteen 
hundred or three thousand or ten thousand 
American men have died in trying to 
deliver that ephemeral "honorable" end to 
the war. 


The conflict within President Nixon's 


own party points up the extent of concern 
over the war. If efforts to repeal the Bay of 
Tonkin resolution are successful, the Presi- 
dent would have to face a timetable, 
impractical as it may be. 


r/?e Nixon Administration and the Negroes 


President Nixon has been criticized for

But an investigation by James Mc- 


faughton of the New Yor/r Times has 
rought out some interesting points about 
lie quiet and unpublicized way in which 
lore Negroes are being brought into the 
idministration and their aims. 


Ten Negroes have been appointed to 


•nportant sub-cabinet posts. Some of them 
re Republicans, some are Democrats wljo 
ir humane rather than political reasons 
id not want to see the Nixon Administra- 
on fail in encouraging civil rights. Arthur 
letcher, Assistant Secretary of Labor, 
oints out that "the occupant of the White 
fouse changed twice after President Ken- 
edy said we should put a man on the 
loon. But NASA didn't give up. It 
sntinued to make its case to the White 
ouse for meeting the commitment. It is a 
•agic mistake for the black community to 
lil to do the same thing. Needs of black 
eople are not going to wait four or eight 
sars for a change of administration." 


Other black members of the administra- 


on point out that there may be little 
ublicity about the situation and realistical- 
' concede that this is difficult because of 
resident Nixon's wooing of the white 
outh. "Maybe we haven't released state- 
lents with a flair and announced programs 


every other week that we know aren't 
going to work," said one. "But I don't think 
people want a whole lot of lollygagging 
about what we're going to do in 1973. They 
want results." 


The aim has been away from the 


emphasis upon education, idealistic state- 
ments and social orientation. It is upon 
economics in the belief that increased job 
opportunities for blacks are more likely to 
bring about the better education and social 
changes. Another member of the admini- 
stration who did not want to be identified 
said that "originally we felt that if minority 
people were educated it would change 
things.

Another highlight occurred 


at the Governor's residence 
when candidate Richard Nix- 
on, shortly before his nomina- 
tion, arrived to discuss his 
candidacy. Gov. Knowles, Ody 
Fish and I exchanged political 
information with him for about 
an hour. Nixon said he would 
not remove Ray Bliss without 
consulting party leaders. Then 
I drove him back 
to the 


airport. For the first time, I 
realized this man sitting next 
to me might well be the next 
president of the United States. 
I wonder how close I could get 
to him today. 


Attendance at Pres i d e n t 


Nixon's inauguration presented 
several highlights. One was a

You cannot help somebody 


who does not want to help 
himself. This is a simple truth, 
but a hard one to learn and to 
observe.

the years, I have 


sometimes been 
asked 
by 


friend A to get together and 
see if we could do something 
to help friend B. Friend B is 
falling apart, in work, 
or 


marriage, or just generally. 


But if friend B is not ready 


to be helped, I have learned, 
)hen we might as well save 
our breath to cool our por- 
ridge. It is an absolute axiom 
that you cannot get well until 
you know you are sick. 


This is true in every area of 


human relations. The alcoholic 
cannot respond to treatment of 
any kind until he admits he is 
an alcoholic. The emotionally 
disturbed person cannot be 
helped by an psychiatric regi- 
men 
until he acknowledges 


that he is deeply torn and 
troubled. 


And the plain, if distressing, 


fact is that many persons do 
not want to held themselves. 
The self-destructive urge lies 
deeper than we know; the 
desire to fail may become a 
passion; the retreat to irre- 
sponsible infancy may turn 
into a way of life (and, of 
course, eventually, a way of 
death.) 


t am underlining these obvi- 


ous truism* only because I see 


if 


all around me persons who 
want to push others — hus- 
bands, wives, relatives — into 
"getting psychiatric t r e a t - 
ment." 


But nobody can be pushed 


into this any more than one 
can push a drunk into Alco- 
holics Anonymous. The recog- 
nition of weakness is the first 
step on the road to strength; 
and this step must be taken 
voluntarily. 


Freud himself admitted that 


psychoanalysis 
could "cure" 


only those who didn't need it 
very much — by which he 
meant that those who freely 
seek help on their own are 
already halfway home. 


The truly disturbed person- 


alities are those who most 
resist and resent any sugges- 
tion that they need assistance 
in coping with their precarious 
life-situation. TTiey invariably 
blame "the others." 


A friend, of course, can hold 


out a light, can offer support 
and sympathy and a modicum 
of understanding. Bat he can- 
not make someone move to- 
ward that light until he is 
prompted by some compelling 
drive of his own.

That's 
more than triple the time the 
Apollo 11 astronauts spent out- 
side their module in July. 


Four of the experiments will

The experiments will receive 


electricity from an atomic gen- 
erator fueled by a radioactive 
element, Plutonium 238. The 
generator will build up terrific 
heat. 


"I don't think the radioactivi- 


ty is ever going to be a prob- 
lem," 
Bean 
reported. "The 


thing to worry about is the tem- 
perature. It's up to about 1,400 
degrees if you leave it out long 
enough." 


He said he intended to havej 


the generator in place within 20' 
minutes and didn't expect the 
temperature to rise above 250 
degrees in that period.

Among the problems raised 


•by the encyclical Humanae Vi-

In the field of sexuality, as in 


the human sciences generally, it 
appears self-evident that reason 
alone, faced with the data of

and absolute value. Neither 
advantage nor inconvenience 
ever seems to be sufficient to 
justify an absolute and indisput- 
able prohibition or command. 
One can always imagine or find 
cases where the rule cannot be

And so it is that the mission 


of salvation confided by Christ 
to his Church would have been 
incomplete and deficient if it 
did not include the task and 
duty of defining moral norms, 
which human reason, under the 
historical conditions b r o u g h t 
about by the sin of man, is 
unable to discern clearly enough 
to 'be certain about its obliga- 
tions. 


That is why 'the encyclical 


Humanae Vitae reminds us, 
more than once, that it is for 
the magisterium of the Church 
to "interpret natural moral 
law." As a matter of fact, it 
underlines that "it is indisput- 
able that Jesus Christ, in giving 
to Peter and the other Apostles 
His divine authority and in 
sending them to teach all peo- 
ples His commandments, made 
them the guardians and authen- 
tic interpreters of all moral law, 
not only of the law of the 
Gospel but of natural law as 
well, for this too is an expres- 
sion of the will of God and its 
fulfillment is equally necessary 
for salvation." 


In reality, that which tradi- 


tional theology calls "natural 
law" or "natural morality" is 
nothing other than the norm of 
conduct which natural reason 
discovers from a consideration 
of the natural ord« 
of the 


world created by God. Hence St. 
Thomas Aquinas could say that 
natural law is "a participation 
in the Eternal Law, by the 
creature endowed with reason, 
which enables it to discern what 
is good and evil according to 
natural law, which is nothing 
other than an impress, an 
irradiation in us of the divine 
Light" (HIae, q.U, «.2) 
No Contradiction 


There is not and there cannot 


he inv contradiction between 


the will of God as manifested in 
the order of His creation and 
the redemptive design which he 
revealed through His prophets 
and finally through His Son, 
Jesus Christ. The contradictions 
that cloud our vision are caused 
by the imperfection and the 
numerous deviations of the un- 
derstanding of sinful man. This 
is what St. Paul speaks boldly 
of in his Epistle to the Romans, 
apropos of the disorderliness of 
the morals of those who "by 
their wickedness suppress the 
truth. For what can be known 
about God is plain to them, 
because God has shown it to 
them ... in the things that have 
been made . . . (But they ex- 
changed the truth about God for 
a lie and worshipped and served 
the creature rather than the 
creator, who is blessed 
for 


ever! Amen. For this reason 
God gave them up to dishonor- 
able 
passions. Their women 


exchanged natural relations for 
unnatural 
" (Rom. 1. 18-26), 


brings grace with it, to give to 
our innate weakness the means 
of overcoming itself under the 
impulse of supernatural chairty. 


As St. Paul says, "I delight in 


the law of God in my inmost 
self, but I see in my members 
another law at war with the law 
of my mind. . . So then, ol 
myself I serve the law of God 
with my mind, but with my 
flaeVi T CAPUA ffia law nf ^in" 
liesn i ocrve ine law ui oni 
(Rom. 7, 22-25). 


He goes on to explain that 


"the mind that is set on the 
flesh is hostile to God; it does 
not submit to God's law, indeed 
it cannot; and those who are in 
the flesh cannot please God . . . 
(But) God has done what the 
law, weakened by the flesh, 
could not do: Sending His own 
Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh and for sin, He condemned 
sin in the flesh, in order that 
the just requirement of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not according to the flesh 
but according to the spirit"

Mind Set on Flesh 


All this ties up. The denial of 


God implies the denial of moral 
law. But from the moment God, 
through Christ, willed the re- 
establishment of the order of 
the life of His creatures who 
are endowed with intelligence 
and freedom, it is obvious that 
the Church, instituted to fulfill, 
in Jesus Christ, the work of the 
salvation of men, must enjoy in 
full measure the function of 
teaching men how to live ac- 
cording to God. The law of 
Christ, transmitted and inter- 
preted by the Church, fulfills, 
surpasses and transforms nat- 
ural law. but does not contra- 
dict it. In the light of faith, 
right reason, which determines 
;he morality of our acts by its 
judgments, sees no contradic- 
ion between the demands of the 
Gospel and those natural moral- 
ty. But the latter are surpassed 
by the former. And too, the law 
of Christ, which is a law of love, 


In and with the Church, Christ 


continues His work of salvation, 
snowing the way we must follow 
and communicating to each soul 
the power to fulfill what is 
prescribed. 
And therefore it 


falls to the Church to define the 
duties of the Christian, while at 
the same time offering him, 
through its sacraments, the 
grace to remain faithful, even 
heroically if necessary. 


The encyclical Humanae Vitae 


does not fail to explain precisely 
this point to us. It recognizes 
that the doctrine under recall 
and clarification "may easily 
appear to many to be difficult, 
or even impossible, of fulfill- 
ment." It does not in any way 
try to "hide the sometimes 
serious difficulties inherent in 
the life of Christian spouses; for 
them, as for everyone, narrow 
is the gate and hard the way 
that leads to life." It also 
recognizes that the reasons un- 
derlying its decisions will not 
appear to everybody as being

Is on in Minneapolis 


City's Progressive Stance Suffers From 


Appointments by Ex-Lawman Mayor Stenvig

So far, that revolution 
is 


subtle and gradual, more under- 
ground than overt. It can be 
>erceived more in the mayor's 
jizarre appointments than in his 
exercise of admittedly weak 
executive powers. 


For example, to replace the 
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- 
Evans 
Novak, 


militant black head of the city's 
civil rights department, Lillian 
Anthony, Stenvig appointed a 
mild - mannered middle - class 
Negro named Robert E. Ben- 
ford. Benford, a newspaper cir- 
culation employe who canvassed 
black areas, says that the 
question of race is far down on 
the list of priorities for his new 
job. The first priority, he said, 
is to see that all citizens are 
treated like Americans. 


If Benford's appointment has 


been quietly accepted by the 
white liberals who had been 
running this city since Hubert 
Humphrey's election as mayor 
in 1945, some other appoint- 
ments have not, notably Antonio 
G: (Tony) Felicetta. Stenvig 
triggered an uproar when he 
named the affable Felicetta, a 
non-resident of Minneapolis who 
is a Teamsters Union official, to 
the city's human relations com- 
mission (HRA), parent agency 
of the civil rights department. 
That uproar swelled, when Fe- 
licetta, in a candid interview 
with the Minneapolis Tribune, 
came out flatly against any 
HRA investigations into repeat- 
ed charges of police misconduct 
on the troubled black North Side 
— the hottest issue facing the 
HRA 
m\r\, 


Hurt Morale 


"With all these people de- 


manding it, I'm against it," he 
said. "It would hurt their (the 
policemen's) morale. They're 
entitled to some courtesies." 


Moreover, he said, "I talk 


with colored people a lot, with 
the elevator operators, the shoe 
shiners, and in the parking lots, 
and do you know what they 
say? They don't buy all thw 
militant c-p." 


But when a liberal Republican 


member of the State Assembly, 
sniffing a good political issue, 
began to attack Felicetta for his 
racial philosophy, the attack 
never got off the ground. He 
quickly found that 
Stenvig's 


newest member of the HRA was 
expressing the same sentiment 
that elected Stenvig himself last 
June by a whopping 61 per cent 
of the vote. 


With Stenvig's approval rating 


in an unpublished poll now 
registering over 65 per cent, il 
is no wonder that liberals of 
both parties are not rushing to 
the attack. Their mood today is 
deep consternation, edged with 
a reluctant conviction that Sten- 
vig does indeed reflect the inner 
emotions of the middle and 
lower-class whites who gloried 
in his attacks on student dem- 
onstrators, black militants, and 
the establishment that used to 
run the city from what he calls 
the f a r - o u t suburban "gold 
coast." 


Chauffeur's Advice 


The mayor operates on the 


advice of a tiny coterie oi 
insiders, including his chauffeur 
a former policeman. A political 
independent with no party ties 
who lacks any visible contaci 
with the city's business anc 
commercial , pool of potential 
recruits for city jobs, Stenvig on 
occasion has recruited old police 
friends for major city jobs. One 
of these is proving to be an 
embarrassment for him. 


The city council, with the 


Republicans holding a 10-3 ma- 
jority, is -now plotting its first 
serious counterattack — a move 
to veto Stenvig's nomination o 
Ward Canfield ' to the civil 
service commission. But Can 
field, who retired 
from thf 


police force for disability wher 
he was badly wounded in line o 
duty, ijs regarded as a minor 
hero by many voters. Even i 
Stenvig is rebuffed, he may wel 
have another issue against the 
establishment.

beyond dispute, and hence it 
warns that the loyal assent it 
calls for, both internal and 
external, is due to it "not only 
because of the reasons adduced, 
but rather because of the light 
of the Holy Spirit which is given 
in a particular way to the 
pastors of the Church in order 
that they may expound truth." 


Mysterious Context 


The moral ,norm taught by the 


encyclical cannot be understood 
or practiced perfectly except in 
the immense and mysterious 
context of the Church of the 
Incarnate Word, that is to say, 
in the light of faith and under 
the impulse of charity. For the 
true Christian the Church is 
Christ, continuing to teach us 
the way of salvation. Who by 
His example and His sacrifice, 
gives us courage "to follow 
Him, carrying our cross daily." 


Apart from this picture of 


things, one could discuss end- 
essly the advantages and di- 
advantages of each and every 
:ontraceptive, but all arguments 
would r e m a i n inconclusive. 
Nevertheless, the most invete- 
rate supporters of contraception 
are the first to acknowledge 
that not one of the means they 
propose can be claimed to be 
100 per cent effective and free 
from the danger of physical 
damage or psychological com- 
lications. As Dr. D a l s a c e 
frankly a d m i t s , "all these 
means have a more or less high 
percentage of risk. The greater 
l>art of them imposes very 
disagreeable penances on one or 
other of the spouses, if not on 
both. Some are inaesthetic, oth- 
ers imperil the sexual equilibri- 
um of the couple, and hence it 
is necessary to acknowledge, all 
told, that we are at an elemen- 
tary stage of contraceptives." 


But these definite disadvan- 


tages of the pill and of steriliza- 
tion can appear to a medical 
man like Dr. Pincus, in spite of 
everything, less fraught with 
peril than a dangerous pregnan- 
cy or an excessive increase in 
;he number of mouths to be fed, 
n a poor country and in a 
amily unprovided wth essen- 
ials. 


It is only the authority of the 


Church that could decide that 
no contraceptive practice can 
be a licit means for regulating 
births, as long as it tends to 
dissociate, through direct posi- 
tive interference, the natural 
fecundity of the marriage act 
from the pleasure which accom- 
panies it, and which is at once 
an expression and a reawaken- 
ing of the mutual love of 
tiusband and wife. 


In fact, it is the specific task 


of authority to make clear the 
obligations of all with respect to 
those norms of conduct which 


individual consc i e n c e, 


left to itself, would hesitate to 
recognize as of certain obliga- 
tion. In order to create an 
obligation with certitude, it is 
not necessary that the authority 
be infallible. In order that the 
subject be obliged in conscience 
to obey, it is enough that it be, 
at the very least, not certain 
that what is prescribed is evil. 


Prepared to Answer 


But, as the pastoral note of 


the German episcopate rightly 
points out, whoever has suffi- 
ciently grave and certain rea- 
sons for not being obliged to 
adhere unreservedly to the en- 
cyclical, ought to ask himself 
whether "in conscience, pre- 
scinding from every thoughtless 
presumption and subjectivism, 
he is prepared to answer for his 
opinions before the 
judgment 


seat of God." 


Here lies the problem of our 


obedience to the Church and the 
Pope. Our personal relation with 
God is put in doubt by any 
refusal to obey him who is His 
Vicar, charged with revealing to 
us His will and the demands of 
His love. And he desires that we 
be "perfect as our Heavenly 
Father is perfect" (Mtt'. 5,48). 


Our obedience to the authority 


of the Church forms part of this 
picture. This is no human 
authority, for it is God we obey, 
for Himself and in Himself, 
through the person of His Vicar.

Mastitis 


Voluntary Campaign 
Of Dairymen Seeks 
Disease-Free Herds 


MADISON — A voluntary 


program has been started to 
combat a type of mastitis in 
state dairy herds, according to 
Dr. A. A. Erdmann, chief state- 
federal veterinarian. 


According to 
Erdmann, 


approximately 45 per cent of all 
mastitis cases are caused by 
"Streptococcus agalactiae," an 
organism limited to the cow's, 
udder. He said that if this 
organism can be eliminated 
from a herd, the herd can 
remain free of this type of 
mastitis unless re-infected by a 
new animal harboring the 
organism. 


Mastitis, a disease affecting 


the udder of a cow, is respon- 
sible for considerable loss of 
milk in state herds as well as 
costs to farmers for disease 
treatment. 


Dairy herd owners wishing to 


take part in the program are 
urged to contact their local 
veterinarian, who will work 
with 
the 
department of 


agriculture in carrying out the 
program.

will be checked carefully until 
the entire herd passes two 
successive negative 
cultures 


not less than two weeks apart,

Gases in Silos Pose 
Hazards to Safety 


Safety 
precautions 
are 


necessary to avoid dangerous 
nitrogen dioxide gas which 
often occurs in newly-filled 
silos, according to Russell 
Luckow, Outagamie County 
agricultural agent. 


Luckow said the greatest 


danger occurs during the first 
12 to 60 hours after silos are 
filled. The gas is extremely 
dangerous within 10 days after 
silos are filled, he said. 


The yellowish-brown fumes 


may create bleach-like odors in 
or near the silo. Small amounts 
of the gas may be dangerous 
although they are not visible 
and are hard to detect by smell. 


Luckow said farmers should 


stay, out of silos immediately 
after filling and during the 
following day. 


If a newly-filled silo must be 


entered running a silage blower 
for 15 to 20 minutes can reduce 
the amount of gas. Farmers 
should not enter a silo alone 
when gas may be present, said 
Luckow. 


Removing upper chute doors 


to the level of settled silage will 
allov the gas to flow down the 
chute stopping heavy gases 
from accumulating, he noted. 
The silo blower should be run,

WAUPACA— Corn fields can 


reveal some remarkable things 
this time of year. Short cuts, in 
terms of seed bed preparation, 
date of planting, fertilization 
and weed control, are revealed 
this time of year. A field of corn 
near Clintonville, has four rows 
about seven feet tall and the 
next four were over nine. 


There could be only two good 


reasons, for corn appearance, 
.one fertilizer and the other, corn 
variety. Adding good fertilizer 
may seem to be the answer. 
Investigation may show that 
fertilizer will produce less than 
a 100-pound per acre difference. 
However, checking showed the 
farmer had a four row planter 
and used two different corn 
varieties.
